1'ursuaul lo notice, a public dinner w.is 
given to W, A. Claik, 13«f|., iu the Court 
House, on Wednesday evening, 2nd Match. 
The pdibles svero fir&t-rate, and cv^ty one 
present oppcared lo enjoy himself. The chair 
was occupied by the Reeve, (Dr. Hunter), on 
his right tat} ||)0 guest of the evening, Mr. 
CImIc. The vice-chair w{U occupied by Mr. 
W. Dudley. Among the gentlemen present 
we observed our principal merchants, mechan- 
ics! arlizeus, and professional gtullemen, . 

On Ihe removal of the cloth, Ihe chairman 
gave the u**ial loyal toasts, whicli weic hear- 
tily responded to. He then said,— this Assem- 
bly had met this evening to do honor lo a 
gentleman who hid largely conlrilutcd to make 
Newmarket what it now is ; and had lhat gen- 
tleman not been the subject of base treachery 
— not by a resident of Newmarket, however, 
—(hear, hear,) in all probability we would not 
now have been called upon to regret hi) ro- 
(ftOval-from nmongst u». Mr. Clark had done 
much for this Village, in opening up to mark, 
ct lr;icis of land lhat would no doubt have 
been closed lo this day, aud Ihe people gener- 
ally v we re receiving the benefit of bis energy 
a nd labor. Hy bis lemovat from maongsl us 
we loose a most important and valuable cili- 
zeo. (Hear, hear.) After some further 
general remark*', the chairman £are as the 
uexl toast, — " The guest of the evening, Mr. 
Clark." Drank with all ihe honors. 

Mr. ("lark, amid loud applause rose to re- 
ply. He said (he kindness at,d honor which 
ihey had conferred upon him this evening ouite 
overcame him. He could only account for 
this expression of kir.dly feelings towards him 
on the principle of Hotomon'a lVovcib — 
" He lhat is diligent in business shall stand 
before kings.** (Hear, bear.) Jf his opera- 
lions here had conferred a benefit upon the 
placo he was glad, and only iviatied th'il he 
hid had the opportunity of doing more. Hut. 
gentlemen, he said, Ms plans and high hopes 
Ire! not been wiihoul selfish motives. Kor 
instance, draining off the old tuill-pond nearly' 
banished lite fever nnd ague from the place ; 
(hear, hear) but in doing so, he CXptcled lo 
bare a beautiful plot of ground to cultivate, 
which would otherwise remain a slagnanl pool. 
And in throwing open a large amount of real 
e&tote, so as to bring a town lot wit tin the 
reach of every industrious mechanic or labor- 
ing man, he expected lo derive a profit upon 
the laud. *Twas Irue, those plans had hern 
frustrated, so far as toy profit lo himself was 
concerned, hut he was glad to say — not 
through Ihe instrumentality; of the people of 
Ne*v market, (hear, hear,) for at iheir band*, 
j Willi few exceptions, he had received the gf«il- 
est kindness nnd wurmest sympathies, which 
ireaimenl he would always cherish with feel- 
ings of grateful remembrance. Many persons 
had asked him why he had determined on leav- 
ing lhis plsce. In reply, he would stale, that 
he was fond of (he business _of manufacturing. 
It gave him pleasure to be able lo lake (be 
taw material, and by submitting it to the va- 
rious manipulations of manufacturing, produce 
an useful and perhaps beautiful fabric, lUreby 
giring employment to numbers of operatises 
and skilled arlizans ; and nothing gave him 
greater pleasure lhaii lo pay wages lhat had 
been ltonctlly and lairly earned. Ilia Lease of 
(he Newmarket Factory having expired, he 
looked about him to find o place suitable for 
Lis business. Aftoragreat deal of corres- 
pondence and examining eerlral places, he 
finally pitched' on Heaver Hirer, in the Coun* 
ly of Gtey, because he could get a consider a* 
ble quantity of land, and a heavy water- 
power, at a price nud on terms within his reach. 
True, be would have bad toads for a time, 
but the county had decided to gravel the 
Lake road from Owen Sound lo ihe County 
Lice, nearCollingwood. This road runs withf 
io one mite of bis place. The extent of Ihe 
water-power, the quality of the laid, Ihe price 
and terms, together with the cncojjregeuient 
held out by owners of properly in the vicinity 
"as what induced him to go to so wild a place. 
He was well awsre that he would have maoy 
difficulties and ineoitveuencts lo tontend with
